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Preface . 

Though  genealogical  records  may  sometimes  be  thought 
to  be  uninteresting, they  do  record  the  span  of  life  individuals 
live, and  these  accounts  give  to  their  posterity  many  important 
facts  concerning  their  ambitions , disappointments ,  and  their 
achievements.  Sometimes  these  people  suffered  many  hardships, 
being  required  to  pioneer  new  localities  and  build  new  settle¬ 
ments.  Some  lived  in  poor  circumstances  while  others  occupied 
positions  of  great  responsibility .But  regardless  of  their  station 
in  life  they  loved  their  great  country  and  were  pleased  to  uphold 
it 3  free  institutions.  From  such  people  we  may  gain  much  in  faith 
and  inspiration  to  assist  us  in  transmiting  unimpaired  to  our 
children  this  rich  and  precious  heritage. 
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From  the  establishment  of  the  Wood  Family  in  America  by  Timothy 
Wood  in  1700  down  to  the  present, representatives  of  the  Wood  name  from 
this  family  have  been  active  in  promoting  the  development  and  the 
substantial  upbuilding  of  the  various  localities  where  they  lived,  and 
have  also  promoted  the  educational, social, and  moral  status  of  their 
respective  states* 

The  oldest  records  of  Shelf  Parish, Halifax ,  Yorkshire,  England 
indicate  that  Edmund  Wood  (1)  was  the  son  of  Richard  Wood,  though  to 
date  the  name  of  his  wife  can  not  be  found  there.  It  is  presumed  that 
Richard  married  his  wife  elsewhere. 

It  may  be  noted  in  passing  that  the  earliest  dates  given  in  the 
older  English  records  are  the  years  children  were  baptised, or  christ¬ 
ened,  the  birth  date  not  being  given.  Although  it  was  the  usual  practise 
to  have  a  child  christened  when  it  was  eight  days  old  one  can  not  always 
safely  count  back  eight  days  from  the  christening  date  to  ascertain  the 
year. an  individual  was  born  for  there  are  several  instances  on  record 
when  the  christenings  were  performed  from  30  to  60  days  after  a  child 
was  born. 


The  name  Edmund  was  also  once  spelt  Edmond. Both  are  forms  of 
the  older  name  Edward,  and  in  some  of  the  earliest  records  all  of  these 
names  are  used  interchangeably , thus  making  it  difficult  at  times  to 
properly  identify  individuals. 

Edmund  Wood  (l),son  of  Richard, was  christened  March  6,1546/7, 
and  had  a  sister  Isabella  who  was  christened  February  14,1541/2,  and 
brothers  Edward , christened  July  28,1545?  and  William, christened  Sept. 
10,1549.  Edmund  Wood  at  one  time  seems  to  have  also  resided  at  North 
Cwram.  It  appears , however , that  all  of  these  christenings  occurred  at 
the  Parish  of  Shelf , Halifax, in  England.  After  the  arrival  of  some  other 
members  of  this  Wood  Family  in  America  the  name  “of  Oram  or  Owram"  was 
used  to  distinguish  these  people  from  another  Wood  family , originating 
at  Halifax,  England  and  who  also  resided  in  the  same  towns  for  differ- 
ont  periods  of  time  with  the  first  Wood  people. 

Children  of  Edmund  Wood  (l)  and  Janet  or  Jenet  Hurst  Wood . 

Humphrey-  Baptised  September  19,1574. 

Richard-  Baptised  February  10, 1576/7 .Married  Elizabeth  Longbotham 

EDMUND  (2)-  Baptised  1578. Married  to  Martha  Lum,or  Lome,  the 
daughter  of  Mathew  and  Grace  Lum,or  Lome, of  Sowerby , England . 

John-  Baptised  December  25 ,1580  .He  is  believed  to  have  died  young 

Grace  was  baptised  December  9,1581* 

All  these  people  were  born  in  England  but  only  Edmund  (2) 
emigrated  to  America. 


The  above  Edmund  Wood  (1)  was  married  f irst-September  15,1572 
to  Alyce  Edwards  and  to  his  second  Wife  Janet  or  Jenet  Hurst  May  4,1573- 
There  appears  to  have  been  no  issue  from  his  first  marriage. 

Edmund  Wood  (1)  was  married  (3)  to  Margaret  Heird,and  their 
issue  were ; -

Mary-  Baptised  31  May  1584 
Thomas  was  baptised  in  1586. 
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Children  of  Edmund  Wood  (2)  and  Martha  Lum  or  Lome  Wood ;  - 

Martha  Wood-Baptised  1612. Married  Thurston  Raynor. 

Jonas  Y/ood  (1)  of  Oram. Baptised  September  12,1614.  He  died  June 
12, 1689 .Married  to  Elizabeth  Strickland, daughter  of  John  Strickland. 

Susan  Wood-Baptised  March  23 , 1616 .Married  to  Samuel  Clarke, who  is 
believed  to  have  been  of  Southampton, New  York. 

Jeremiah  Wood  (l),or  Jeremy , Baptised  January  6,l6l9.He  was  married 
to  an  Elizabeth, presumed  by  some  genealogists  to  have  been  Elizabeth 
G ildersleeve . 

Timothy  Wood  (1)  Baptised  July  14, 1622. He  was  once  a  resident  of 
Jamaica, Long  Island, New  York. John  Strickland  administered  his  estate 
after  Timothy’s  death, and  some  genealogists  believe  his  wife  w as  Hannah, 
a  daughter  of  John  Strickland. 

Edmund  Wood  (2)  and  his  sons  Jeremiah  and  Jonas  (1)  in  company 
with  Jonas  Wood  of  Hal if ax, England, believed  to  have  been  a  nephew  of 
Edmund  Wood  (2), sailed  to  America  from  Yarmouth, England  on  March  23,1630 
In  one  of  the  ships  of  Governor  John  Winthrop's  fleet, and  their  party 
arrived  at  Salem, Mass .June  12, 1630. From  Salem  they  later  moved  to 
Watertown, and  thence  into  Connecticut  where  the  American  history  of  this 
branch  of  the  Wood,  family  began.  Edmund  Wood  married  his  wife  Martha 
Lum, or  Lome-  May  21,1611. 

When  Southampton, N .Y.  was  settled  in  1640  there  were  two  persons 
living  there  by  the  name  of  Jonas  Wood, who  were  among  the.  pioneer  settlers 
of  that  locality  .To  distinguish  them  one  ??as  known  as  Jonas  Wood,  of 
Halifax, and  was  later  one  of  the  founders  of  Huntington, Long  Island. The 
other  Jonas  Wood, called  of  Oram, settled  in  the  North  Sea  Community , and 
was  the  ancestor  of  a  prominent  citizen  here;-  Richard  Wood,  whose  will 
was  aated-August  17,1731*  This  Richard  Wood  was  married  to  Hannah, daugh¬ 
ter  of  Thomas  Reeve. 

Children  of  Richard  and  Hannah  (Reeve)  Wood  were ; - 

Hannah  Y/ood-  born  February  9,1705. 

Phoebe  Wood-  born  October  28,1709. 

James  Wood-  born  March  13,1711. 

Mathew  V/ood-  born  March  6,  1715* 

Theophilus  V/ood  was  born  May  11, 1718  .He  later  moved  to  Cayuga,  and 
afterwards  to  Orange  County ,N .Y .finally  settling  near  St .Andrew’s. 

Abraham  Wood-  bom  August  14,1721. 

Silas  Wood  was  born  June  16,1724. 

Jonas  Wood, Senior  (1), moved  to  Springfield , Mass  1636, and  was  later 
at  Wethersfield, Conn, and  appeared  1640  at  Stamford, Connecticut .In  1658 
Jonas  Wood  of  Oram,  and  Jonas  Wood, of  Halifax , desired  to  join  the  New 
Haven  Colony  and  petitioned  the  authorities  for  permission  to  do  so, though 
records  do  not  indicate  that  they  actually  lived  there  at  any  time.  It 
appears  that  Jonas  Wood  (1)  as  he  will  now  be  designated  was  an  influential 
;ian  whose  advise  was  often  sought  on  important  community  affairs.  Jonas 
’  °od,of  Halifax, and  Jonas  Wood  of  Cram  are  considered  to  have  been  cousins, 
perhaps  twice  removed. 
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Children  of  Jonas  Wood.Sr.(l)  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Were;- 

Jonas  Wood,  Jr. (2)  ,Born  about  1643 .  He  died  in  1710. He  v/as  married 
according  to  some  records  to  Elizabeth  Conkling, and  to  Miss  Smith,  as 
other  authorities  relate .There  is  a  possibility  th  at  he  was  married 
twice  though  to  date  this  fact  has  not  definitely  been  ascertained. 

John  Wood-Born  about  1645  .He  was  married  and  had  four  children 
though  the  name  of  his  wife  is  not  given  in  vital  records. His  children 
wore  ;  -Eliphalet,Chr .February  14, 1667; J ohn-Chr .April  6, 1680, Martha, Chr . 
January  6, 1683, and  a  child  whose  name  has  not  been  ascertained. 

Elizabeth  Wood-Born  about  1647  and  married  Isaac  Platt  1664. 

phebe  Y/ood-Bom  about  1649. Died  1697. Married  in  1667  to 
Epenetus  Platt.  She  was  his  second  wife. 

Jeremiah  Wood  (l),the  son  of  Edmund  and  Martha  Wood  was  born  in 
England .He  participated  in  most  of  the  travels  his  father  made  In  the 
settlements  of  Massachussetts  and  Connecticut, where  he  lived  for  some 
time.  In  those  early  days  if  differences  on  religious  questions  were 
entertained  by  prominent  persons  in  a  community  they  often  had  to  leave 
for  another  place  to  reside  in  order  to  keep  their  convictions , and  to 
escape  intolerance  in  one  form  or  another. This  accounts  for  many  changes 
in  residence  that  some  of  our  ancestors  felt  obliged  to  make. 

Jeremiah  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  had  the  following  issue; -

Jeremiah  (4) -Baptised  Aug. 18 , 1679 .He  died  about  1749 .He  was 
married  (1)  to  Sarah  and  (2)  to  Hannah  Whitman. 

Jonas  (3)  v/as  born  December  8,1681. 

Timothy-( 2) ,was  bom  in  England .Baptised  July  17,1683*  He  came  in 
1700  to  America. He  was  killed  by  Indians  in  1727. His  wife  and  son  Timothy 
nlao  emigrated  with  him  to  the  United  States. 

Anne-  Baptised  in  1687.  She  died  in  England. 
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Jeremiah  Wood,Son  of  Jonas  Wood, Jr .(2) , Grandson  of  Jonas  Wood, 
of  Oram  (l),and  Great  Grandson  of  Edmund  Wood  (2), was  born  Aug. 18, 

1679  and  died  1749.  He  married  (1) -Sarah  and  (2) -to  Hannah  Whitman .There 
was  no  issue  by  his  second  marriage.

Jonas  (4) .Born  1711. Married  June  1,1739  to  Elizabeth  Ketchum, 
and  (2)  to  Charity  Smith-September  6,1730.

Jeremiah  Wood, son  of  Jeremiah  (4), Grandson  of  Jonas  Wood, Jr. (2), 
Great  Grandson  of  Jonas  Wood, of  Oram  (l),and  Second  Great  Grandson  of 
Edmund  Wood  (2)  was  born  November  17,1713  and  died  after  1782.  He  was 
married  to  Mary. (She  was  born  May  30,1715  and  died  June  26,1797)

Stephen-Born  Sep  * In, 1738  .Died  1770. Married  Feb. 3,  1763  to 
Susanna  Jarvis.

Jeremiah  (6)-Born  Jan .10 , 1743 .Died  Apr. 29, 1819.  Married  (1) 
to  Elizabeth  Norton  and  (2)  to  Deborah  Helm.

Isaac-  Born  April  10, 1752 .Died  March  1,1825.  He  was  married 
September  10,1785  to  Esther  Brush. 

Timothy  Wood, youngest  son  of  Edmund  (2), was  born  in  England 
and  died  near  Jamaica, Long  Island, New  York  in  1659. He  is  believed  to 
have  been  married  to  a  daughter  of  John  Strickland( possibly  Hannah), 
for  after  the  death  of  Timothy  his  property  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
John  Strickland  to  be  administered  for  the  benefit  of  the  surviving 
children .

John  Wood-  Born  about  1656. 

Sarah  Wood-Bom  1658  and  died  1738. 

Timothy  Wood  (2)  came  from  Yorkshire  in  England  to  America 
1700, bringing  with  him  his  wife(name  still  unknown), and  son  Timothy(3)- 
The  elder  Timothy  is  the  ancestor  of  this  branch  of  the  Wood  Family  in 
Orange  County ,N .Y .He  was  a  farmer, and  one  morning  in  1727  he  went  out 
to  bring  in  his  cows  for  milking, and  being  away  much  longer  than 
usual  the  family  went  in  search  of  him  and  found  him  dead  with  seven 
poisoned  arrows  in  his  body. Indians  had  crept  up  on  him  unawares.

Timothy  W  ood  "(3) ~  Born  in  England  about  1698. Married  Feb.

Daniel  Wood  (2)~Born  1700  at  Long  Island ,N .Y .Married  (1) 
to  Mary  Oldfield  in  1729. She  was  a  daughter  of  Richard  and  Jane 
(Thurston)  Oldfield, and  sister  to  the  wife  of  his  brother  Timothy. She 
died  1742  and  he  married  (2) -Apr. 1749  Mary, widow  of  Captain  Thompson, 
of  Perth  Amboy, New  Jersey. Her  maiden  name  was  Mary  McDowell(  Born  in 
Ireland  in  1711.) 

Andrew  Wood  (l)-born  about  1703  at  Long  Island, N .Y. In 
1728  he  moved  to  Connecticut  and  lived  there  many  years. 
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Timothy  Wood  (3), son  of  Timothy  Wood  (2), and  Grandson  of  Jonas 
Wood, Jr. (2)  was  born  in  England  1698, coming  to  America  1700  with  his 
father. He  first  lived  at  Long  Island, New  York  and  after  the  death  of 
Timothy  Wood  (2), his  father,  Timothy  (3)  moved  to  Orange  County, N.Y. 

He  was  married  February  11,1725  to  Hannah  Oldfield, the  daughter  of 
Richard  and  Jane  (Thurston)  Oldfield .They  were  married  at  Jamaica, L. I. 

His  will  is  dated  August  21,1779.

Abigail  Wood-Born  about  1740 .Married  Apr. 1,1762  to  Samuel  Oakley. 

Timothy  Wood  (4) -Born  1741. He  served  his  country  well  during 
the  Revolutionary  War. 

Joseph  Wood-Born  1744. Died  1825  .He  married  Elsa  Tusteen, daughter 
of  Colonel  Tusteen, of  Warwick, Orange  County ,N .Y .They  had  James, Bapt. 
1779(He  married  Charlotte  Dunning.) ;Elsa, Baptised  1782.  and  Juliet  Wood. 
Joseph  Wood  was  for  several  years  a  Commissioner  of  Highways  and  lived 
a  mile  and  a  half  west  of  the  city  of  Goshen. 

Susannah  Wood, born  1746. Married  to  William  Coddington.  She 
died  February  24,  1820. 

Timothy  Wood  (5), son  of  Richard  (l)  and  Joanna  Smith  Wood  was 
born  December  29, 1776, and  married  Dolly( Dorothy )  Carpenter , the  daughter 
of  Michael  Carpenter,  a  resident  of  Goshen, New  York.  Timothy  died  in 
1846.  Their  issue  was ; -Matilda-Born  Dec . 15 . 1804 .She  married  Stephen 
Smith, of  Goshen, N .Y  .Her  death  occurred  Jan. 28, 1881.  Richard  L.Wood  was 
born  September  3 ,1806. He  was  unmarried  and  during  his  lifetime  was  very 
active  in  the  business  affairs  of  his  community *W ill iam  C .Wood, born 
April  26, 1810, was  a  farmer  on  the  Florida  road.  He  died  in  1840, leaving 
an  only  son,  James  J. Wood, a  silversmith, of  Brooklyn,  New  York. Sarah  Jane 
Wood-Born  March  18 , 1814 .Never  married .Died  February  19,1879.  Gabriel  S. 
Wood -Born  Nov27 , 1818 , also  was  a  farmer  by  occupation.  He  died  June, 1876 
leaving  two  daughters  and  one  son. 

Daniel  Wood  (2) -Son  of  Timothy  Wood  (2)  was  born  on  Long  * 
Island, New  York  1700.  There  in  1729  he  was  married  to  his  first  wife- 
Miss  Mary  Oldfield, the  charming  daughter  of  Richard  and  Jane( Thurston) 
Oldfield.  He  bought  a  large  tract  of  land  near  Florida, in  Orange  County, 
New  York, and  It  remained  the  property  of  his  descendants  for  one 
hundred  and  twelve  years .By  his  first  wife  he  had  three  sons  and  three 
daughters.  He  was  a  many  of  fine  integrity ,well  loved  by  his  associates. 
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Children  of  Daniel  Wood  (2)  and  Mary  Oldfield  Wood. 

John  Wood  was  born  1730. 

Jonas  Wood  (4)  born  1732, later  moved  to  Cayuga  County,N.Y. 

An  infant  son  bom  1733  and  died  soon  afterwards. 

Mary  Wood-born  1736  and  married  William  Hudson  at  Blooming  Grove. 

Elizabeth  Wood-Bom  1738.  Married  Major  John  Popinno. 

Deborah  Wood-  Bom  1741. Married  to  Richard  Bailey. 

The  mother  of  these  children  died  in  1742  and  thei  father 
married  (2)  April  1749  to  Mary .widow  of  Captain  Thompson, of  Perth  Amboy, 
New  Jersey .Her  maiden  name  was  Mary  McDowell. She  was  born  in  Ireland  in 
1711.  Daniel  Wood  (2)  died  in  1773.

Doctor  Daniel  Wood  (3), bom  29  June  1751  at  Warwick, New  York. 

He  died  October  3,1843  at  Moravia, Cayuga  County,  New  York.

Elizabeth  Wood, daughter  of  John  Wood, of  County  Longford, Ireland .  Andrew 
Wood  died  at  the  old  family  homes tead-September  27,1782. 

Andrew  Wood, son  of  Daniel  Wood  (2)  and  Mary  McDowell  Thompson 
Wood, and  brother  of  Doctor  Daniel  Wood  (3)  was  born  in  1753  near  Florida, 
Orange  County, New  York, and  resided  most  of  his  lifetime  on  the  old 
family  homestead , be ing  a  farmer  by  occupation .His  crops  were  among  the 
best  raised  in  his  locality. He  married  (1775)  his  second  cousin,  Miss 
Elizabeth  Wood , daughter  of  John  Wood,  of  County  Longford, in  Ireland. 
Andrew  Wood  died  September  27,1782.

He  married  Mary 
Armstrong, daughter  of  William  Armstrong, Jr-9  March  1799.  James  Wood 
died  in  1853.

Doctor  Daniel  Wood  (3), was  the  son  of  Daniel  Wood  (2),  and 
Mary  McDowell  Wood.  He  was  born  1751  at  Warwick, Orange  County, New  York. 

In  1776  he  was  a  physician  and  surgeon, and  late  in  that  year  served  three 
weeks  as  a  surgeon  in  the  Militia  in  Rockland  County ,N  .Y .and  also  in  New 
Jersey. He  was  appointed  Mar. 11, 1777  Lieutenant  in  Captain  John  W.Watkin’s 
Company. He  at  one  time  acted  as  surgeon  in  Colonel  William  Malcolm’s 
Continental  Regiment.  October  12,1777  he  was  commissioned  Captain  in 
that  regiment, and  served  in  that  capacity  until  April  23,1779,  when  he 
became  a  Supernumerary  officer.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  moved  to 
Montgomery  County,  New  York, and  resided  in  the  towns  of  Palatine  and 
Canajcharie  for  nearly  14  years.  He  then  moved  to  Sempronius  in  Cayuga 
County, New  York, where  he  resided  until  1830  when  he  returned  to  Warwick. 
He  was  allowed  land  on  account  of  his  Revolutionary  War  service  by  the 
State  of  New  York.  General  George  Washington  gave  him  a  personal  letter 
in  which  he  acknowledged  with  his  sincere  appreciation  the  fine  services 
'Doctor  ’A  ood  had  rendered  the  army  in  caring  for  the  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers •

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Captain  Daniel  Wood  (3)  married  May  24,1792to  Catherine  Crouse, 
at  the  home  of  her  father, in  Palatine, New  York,  by  the  Minister  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church. She  died  December  3,1848  at  St.Johnsville,  N.Y.

John  Wood-Born  20  Dec. 1798, and  was  married  first  to  Ann  M.Streeter, 
and  (2)-  to  Mrs«Mary  Holmes, widow  of  the  Reverend  Joseph  T. Holmes.

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Historical  Notes 

Jonas  Wood , Sen .came  to  Stamford  with  the  first  company  of 
settlers , arriving  from  Wethersf ield .His  name  is  on  each  of  the  first 
three  lists  of  colonists , and  he  received  8  acres  of  land  in  the  first 
distribution  of  land  at  Stamford. He  was  among  the  first  settlers  of 
Spring! ield, Mass  in  1636, from  which  place  he  migrated  to  Wethersfield. 
His  name  heads  the  list  of  those  to  whom  the  town  of  Huntington, N .Y . 
was  granted  in  1 666. 

Jonas  Wood,  Jr ..( 2)  -  came  to  Stamford  with  the  first  Company 
of  settlers  there .He  previously  had  lived  at  Wethersfield.  His  name  is 
on  the  second  and  third  list  of  Colonists  coming  to  Stamford.  He 
received  seven  acres  of  land  in  the  first  generaln  land  distribution 
there  . 

Edmund  V/ ood  (2) -came  also  with  the  first  Company  of  settlers 
arriving  at  Stamford, Conn. from  Wethersf ield .His  name  appears  on  the 
first  three  lists  of  early  Stamford  Settlers. He  went  to  Hempstead, Long 
Island, N.Y.  in  1644, four  years  after  his  arrival  at  Stamford. 

Jeremiah  Wood  (l)-also  came  to  Stamford  among  the  first 
Company  of  Colonists  arriving  there  from  Wethersf ield .  His  name  is  on 
each  of  the  three  lists  of  early  Stamford  Settlers .He  received  six 
acres  of  land  there, He  later  moved  to  Hempstead, L .1 .and  was  accepted 
as  a  Freeman  from  that  town, once  in  the  Connecticut  Colony.  (1664).

At  the  town  meeting  of  Huntington, N .Y .  held  Feb. 14, 1880

uprisings , Jonas  Wood, Sr.  is  referred  to  as  Lieutenant  Jonas  Wood.

Garrett , Thomas  V,  and  Tillett.  Mehetable  Hallock  was  the  daughter  of 
Deacon  John  Hallock,  and  sister  of  John  Hallock,  Jr  .who  was  Justice  of 
Peace, Town  Clerk, Member  of  the  New  York  Assembly, and  once  a  Member  of 
the  National  Congress.
